(Forwich Record) 


Think of thie—a subscriber told us 
that newspapers make to many er- 
rors... well don’t we all? Can you 
imagine that—a newspaper making 
errors? Yes, they certainly do make 
errors and heaps of them, and so do 
the people who criticise the mistakes 
made by newspapers, 

Consider for a moment if you will— 
@id you ever hear of a woman who 
forgot to salt the potatoes or meat; we 
would also be pleased to run across 4 
lawyer who never lost a case because 
he had made some mistake; the clerk 
who never made an error putting up 
an order; the doctor who never gave 
a wrong diagnosis or guess; a postal 
employee who never sent a letter to 
the wrong address, box, town or rural; 
@ carpenter who never sawed a valu- 
able board off at the wrong place or a 
dyuggist who never—ob, well why 
bother?

Cereal Varieties 

Ten different varieties of hard red 
spring wheat are officially recom- 
mended for use in various parts of 
the prairie provinces. As a result of 
extensive experimental work, it is 
known fairly well to what conditions 
each variety is adapted. In each of 
the three provinces, a Cereal Variety 
Zonation Committee is responsible 
for making official recommendations 
as to the varieties which should be 
grown in each district. These recom- 
mendations should be used as a 
general guide in making a choice. It 
is, of course, recognized that there 
are local districts to which varieties 
not officially recommended may be 
well adapted. However, it is wise to 
follow the official advice unless there 
is a very good reason for not doing so. 

Seven varieties of oats, eleven of 
barley and three of flax are to be 
found on the recommended lists. 

In order to assist government in- 
stitutions in making the necessary 
information readily available to far- 
mers, all grain buyers of Line 
Elevator Companies associated with 
the Agricultural Department have 
been provided with printed copies of 
cereal variety recommendations. 

In order to secure maximum re- 
turns, it is necessary to use pure seed 
of the right variety. e
